Degreille- was released from the 
Central police station early today 
following a series of clashes be- 
tween Fascist advocates and police 
yesterday, the twenty-second an- 
niversary of the World War battle 
of Yser. 

“My motive,” Degrelle said, “was 
to prove to the nation that ex-sol- 
diers are behind the Rexists.” 

Degrelle’s threat to lead *his fol- 
lowers into Brussels to overthrow 
the Government caused the Cabinet 
to order 4000 gendarmes with rifles 
‘over their shoulders and wearing

The Portugese charges, listed in 
a document of 21 pages, gave the 
names of those accused of being 
Soviet agitators, diplomats or 
soldiers, and specified cargoes of

IN CITY 32 YEARS, DIES 


Former Principal of Cleveland 
High School Succumbs to 
Heart Disease at 64. 


Charles H. Slater, former princi- 
pal of Cleveland High School 
and a teacher in the St. Louis high 
schools for 32 years, died today of 
heart disease at Barnes Hospital. 


He Was 64 years old.

“For the purpose of voting, no 
person shall be deemed to have 
gained a residence by reason of 
his presence, or lost it by reason 
of his absence, while employed in 
service, either civil or military, of 
this State, or of the United States; 
nor while engaged in navigation 
of the waters of the State or of 
the United States, or of the high 
seas, nor while a student of any 
institution of learning, nor while 
kept in a poorhouse or asylum at 
public expense, nor while confined 
in public prison.” 


The board has interpreted this 
to mean that students who live in 
other counties than St. Louis, or 
other states, cannot claim residence 
in St. Louis for the purpose of 
voting, merely because they are 
attending school here. They can 
vote in their home towns, in person 
or, in some cases, by absentee bal- 
lots.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 26—Pickets 
patrolled plants of the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co, today, where 6000 
men were on strike for a closed 


shop agreement, 

Glenn, W. McCabe, president of 
the Federation of Flat Glass Work- 
ers, called the stzike in plants at 
Ford’ City and Creighton, Pa.; 
Mount Vernon, O.; Henryetta, Ok.; 
Clarksburg, W. Va.; and Crystal 
City, Mo. 

At Crystal City, R. F. Davis, as- 
sistant superintendent of the glass 
company’s plant, said the strike 
call was not effective. He said the 
2000 employes there were “not con- 
nected with the federation, though 
officers of that union have tried to 
organize them several times.” 

In calling the strike, McCabe said 
in a letter to company executives: 

It would seem that we have 
reached a point where we can pro- 
gress no further in our negotiations 
and that it is now impossible’ to 
renew our contract—which leaves 
us with no alternative but to work 
without an agreement or cease work 
until a new agreement can / 
made.”

WILD ASIATIC BUFFALOES 
ADDED TO Z00 COLLECTION 


Pair Purchased for $5000; Pits to 
Receive Them Are Nearing 
Completion. 

A pair of wild Asiatic buffalo 


have been bought for the St. Louis 
Zoo, Director George P. Vierheller 
announced today, and will be 
brought here soon to be placed in 
the new hoofed animal pits now 
nearing completion in Forest Park. 
The animals, a male and a female, 
were bought for $5000 from Frank 
Buck, who captured them in the 
Himalayas. They have been quar- 
tered since early summer at Buck’s 
animal farm on Long Island. 

The Asiatic buffalo are related 
to the American species, but are 
larger and the male,.when mature, 
sometimes attains a height of 18 
hands at the shoulder. They are 
difficult game even for the experi- 
enced hunter. Vierheller said there 
are no other ones in captivity in 
any Zoo. 

Those which will be brought here 
are about: two years old. Their 
coloring runs from a light to a dark 
brown. 

The pits in which they will be 
quartered resemble the Antelope 
House’and pits. The houses are 
covered with the same large, red, 
imitation boulders and the runways 
are barless and have a deep moat.

CHECK MYSTERY 


River Here.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26.—As 
the audit of disbursements by .the 
State Board of Health from a $150,- 
000 Federal fund continued today, 
Gov. Park called State Health Com- 
missioner E. T.. McGaugh into his 
office’ and asked him about the 
handling of the fund and what .he 
knew about the 175 canceled payroll 
checks of the Health “Department, 
which were fished from the Missis- 
sippi River at St. Louis, Oct. f7. 

After the conference, which lasted 
about an hour, the Governor said 
the disappearance and finding of 
the checks was “just as mystify- 
ing as ever,” that Dr.. McGaugh, 
secretary of the, Health Board, had 
said he knew no reason for their 
disappearance. He said he ‘had 
taken no action as a result of the 
conference, adding he would con- 
tinue to,co-operate with Attorney- 
General ‘McKittrick, who. ordered 
the audit. 

The conference took place after 
the State Board of Education had 
met and discussed methods of han- 
dling disbursements from the Fed- 
eral fund. Superintendent of 
Schools Lloyd C. King, chairman 
of the School Board, said the checks 
had not been discussed. He said 
the School Board, designated re- 
ceiving agency, had received about 
$150,000 from the Government since 
last April and had paid dut the 
bulk of the fund on requisition by 
the Board of Health for use chiefly 
in children’s health work, 

McKittrick, suffering from a cold, 
did not attend the meeting. Other 
members of the State School Board 
are King, Gov. Park and Secretary 
of State Dwight Brown. 

McGaugh’s Explanation. 

After his conference with the 

Governor, Dr. McGaugh was asked 


| by a Post-Dispatch reporter about 


two of the 175 checks, issued to an 
employe of the Health Board, who 
did not receive the amount pay- 
able, $400. The Attorney-General 
had said he was informed the em- 
ploye, Madge Proctor, had indorsed 
the two checks, and turned them 
back to Dr. McGaugh.. They repre- 
sented payroll money for last Feb- 
ruary and March, McKittrick said, 
whereas the young woman had not 
been employed until April. 

Dr. McGaugh said the young 
woman’s name had been certified 
to the Government in February and 
that throv~*> mistake the name of 
another employe, Frank Fee of 
Trenton, Mo., had not Len certi- 
fied. He said the two checks were 
taken to her with this: exp nation, 
that she indorsed them and that he 
returned the $400 to the Federal 
fund, disb“~-ing $300 to Fee and 
leaving the balance of $100 in the 
fund. Fee’s salary for February 
and March was $300. 

Dr. McGaugh added that he had 
told this to auditors of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of the United States 
Public Health Service during a rou- 
tine audit last month and that they 
had approved his action. 

Deposits in Own Account. 

In response to another question 
by the reporter, Dr. McGaugh said 
that for a time he had deposited 
some of the funds in his personal 
bank account merely as a matter 
of convenience before bookkeeping 
methods had been set up. He said 
this practice was abandoned after 
the Children’s Bureau: had objected, 
‘following the audit. The Children’s 
Bureau had objected also to some 
of the accounting methods, he said, 
particularly with reference to some 
expense accounts, indicating that 
unless the objections were met, pay- 
ments from the Government might 
be discontinued. 

Dr. McGaugh said emphatically 
that the objections had been met 
and that the payments had been 
continued. He said he could not 
state accurately how much he had 
deposited in his own account, but 
that at one time it might have been 
as much as $500 a month. The de- 

ts, of course, were used for pur- 
poses of the general fund, he said.

in New York State.” 

Action against the institute was 
started two years ago on complaint 
of the State Department of Educa- 
tion. The department and the or-. 
ganized medical profession com- 
plained: 

That the practice of medicine by 
@ corporation or by anyone but a 
duly licensed physicians practicing 
under his own name is unlawful; 

That the making of physical ex- 
aminations of patients, even with- 
out the giving of any medical treat- 
ment whatsoever, constitutes the 
practice of medicine; and 

‘Bhat the relation between patient 
and physician is of a personal and 
confidential nature which precludes 
the intervention of a third party, 
whether corporate or individual, in 
such professional relationship.

Je Edward Gragg, 33, Who

Republicans’ Choice. 


The Post-Dispatch today presents 
information concerning the candi 
dates for Circuit Attorney, Coroner, 
Public Administrator, Sheriff and 
Treasurer in 8t. Louis. 


Franklin Miller, Democratic nom- 
inee for a third four-year term as 


Circuit Attorney, main cog in the 
machinery of law enforcement, is 
opposed by J. Edward Gragg, 33- 
year-old newcomer to the Repub- 
lican political scene, who represents 
the choice of the John Marshall 
Club, organization of young Repub- 
lican lawyers, determined to obtain 
recognition of younger members of 
the party by the older Republican 
wheelhorses. 

Miller, who began the practice of 
law in St. Louis the same year his 
opponent was born, was a success 
ful candidate for office first in 1920, 
when he was elected to the Circuit 
bench in the face of that year’s Re- 
ublican landslide. This was 

rought about through the League 
of Women Voters, which, in seeking 
to defeat one of the Republican 
nominees, concentrated its vote on 
Miller. He did not seek re-election 
at the expiration of his six-year 
term, but in 1928 was elected Cir- 
cult Attorney and was re-elected in 


1932. 
In the 1928 election, Miller led 
the Democratic ticket, winning 


from Howard Sidener, nominated 
to succeed himgelf in the office, by 
57,556 votes, although Al Smith, 
Democratic nominee for President, 
carried St. Louis by only 14,514. 
Congressman John J. Cochran and 
three Circuit Judges were the only 
other Democrats elected that year. 
Four years ago Miller was re- 
turned to office by an even larger 
vote, beating J. R. Weinbrenner by 
94,125 votes. The Roosevelt plural- 
ity in St. Louis was 101,164. 
Delay in directing a grand jury 
investigation of certain specific al- 
legations of registration frauds 
some weeks ago brought criticism 
of Miller from some members of 
the St. Louis Bar Association which 
had indorsed him, but, at a special 
meeting, the indorsement was re- 
affirmed with emphasis, Miller and 
the present grand jury have been 
engaged in a vigorous investigation 
of election frauds for nearly a 
month. Many indictments have al- 
ready been returned, but much 
work remains to be done to com- 
plete the investigation. 
So assiduously has Miller devoted 
himself to the investigation that he 
has not made one speech during the 
present campaign. Drafting of in- 
dictments and other work neces- 
sary to keep pace with the grand 
jury has required his presence in 
his office five nights each week. 
Gragg, since his graduation from 
the Washington University Law 
School in 1925, has devoted himself 
to general practice and took no 
part in politics until the organiza- 
tion two years ago of the John 
Marshall Club, of which he former- 
ly was a member of the board of 
governors, 
At Washington University he was 
captain of the baseball team in his

The resolutions, he explained, ex- 
pressed the attitude of the repre- 
sentatives at the meeting, but were 
not to be taken as official expres- 
sions of the various crafts.

TOGETHER ON SIX PROBLEMS 


These Questions Are Locarno Pact, League,

Text of Communique. 


A communique follows: 
“During the visit by the Minister 


of Foreign Affairs for Italy, Count 
Ciano, made to the Fuehrer-Chan- 
cellor of the Reich and during the 
conversations which he had with 
the director of German policy, they 
examined the most important ques- 
tions of present-day political, eco- 
nomic and social nature, particular- 
ly those more directly concerning 
the two countries.

A three-party alignment against 
Communism—including Italy, Ger- 
many and Japan—was hinted today 
in the newspaper Giornale d'Italia 
by the authoritative commentator, 
Virginio Gayda.

Italy and National Socialist Ger- 
many have decisively reared up in 
the name of European and world 
collaboration,” Gayda wrote. - “We 
are glad to note faraway Japan 
also adheres to these positions ow- 
ing to a similarity of views and 
purposes.” 

Gayda, often called the unoffi- 
cial spokesman of the Fascist Gov- 
ernment, said this about Japan: 

“Japan is the advanced sentinel 
of a living, constructive civiliza- 
tion in the Pacific which sustains 
an open fight for the defense of the 
entire Asiatic continent against the 
corrosions of Communism. 

“Japan also left Geneva (the 
League of Nations) owing to the 
incomprehension of the League in 
her vital problem in Manchoukuo, 
which was equal to the incompre- 
hension demonstrated in the Ital- 
jan problem in Ethiopia.”

Letter Proposing 
He Head Maritime Com- 
mission Made Public. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. — The 
White House said in a statement 
today that President Roosevelt had 
requested the late Senator Couzens 
of Michigan last Sept. 17 tc become 
chairman of the new Maritime 
Commission next Jan. 1, and that 
Couzens told the President he 
would “talk the matter over with 
him after the election.” Couzens, 
who died last Thursday, was de- 
feated in the recent Republican 
primary for renomination. 


The White House statement said 
a letter which the President wrote 
to Senator Couzens on Sept.. 17 
said: “What I want to convey to 
you in very simple terms is that 
you and your ideals and ability 
must not, because of a political 
system, bé lost tc the country. As 
you are aware, one of the most dif- 
ficult problems before us is that 
of American shipping. Ever since 
the mail subsidies of the eighteen 
forties, when the merchant marine 
legislation was first passed, ship- 
ping has gone through ups and 
downs but always more or less the 
victim of party politics or of ship- 
ping lobbies. ‘ 

“Today I am confronted with 
constituting a maritime commis- 
sion under the new bill, which, al- 
though not perfect, is very defi- 
nitely a step in the right direction, 
giving powers to this independent 
commission which are far greater 
than any previously granted. In 
fact, this new commission can put 
our sea-borne trade back on its 
feet in an honest way... . 

“What I need and what the coun- 
try needs is a fearless chairman 
of this Maritime Commission, who 
will take the responsibility in set- 
ting up and putting through a new 
and permanent mercantile marine 
policy. Experts on engineering, 
ship design, ship management, etc., 
can be hired, but a chairman with 
the capacity and the courage I seek 
cannot be hired; he must be 
drafted. . 

“That is why I want you on the 
first of January to undertake the 
task of heading the Maritime Com- 
mission. I would ask you to serve 
at once, but I cannot do this under 
the Constitution until your term of 
office as a Senator has expired.”

CHINESE PROVINCIAL

HANKOW, China, Oct. 26.—Gen. 
Yang Yung Tai, Governor of _ the 


Hupeh Province and one of Dicta-| 


tor Chiang Kai-shek’s strongest sup- 
porters, was assassinated last night 
by a Chinese youth. 

Yang was shot while he was re- 
turning home from the United 
States Consulate, where he had been 


a dinner guest. A suspect was ar- 
rested. 

Hankow authorities said the as- 
sassin was Chen Hsien Chao, a 20- 
year-old civilian of the Sze-Chuen 
province. 

Six shots were fired and two took 
effect.

sive operation. De Bono made an 
extensive survey and submitted his 
findings to Mussolini. 3 

“His excellency, the head of the 
Government,” he writes, “to whom 
I reported the results of my sur- 
vey, was not dismayed at the entity 
of the thing, but he did not decide 
then and there f the offensive. 
He, it must be understood, had to 
take into account above all the in- 
ternational situation and the fact 
that all our armed forces, although 
making great progress, had not yet 
reached the state of efficiency that 
Il Duce, minister of the armed 
forces, had preordained.” 

(Although de Bono started the 
war, he did not finish it. On Nov. 
17, 1935, about six weeks after the 
invasion of Ethiopia, he was re- 
called from Africa and was replaced 

Marshal Pietro Badogio, who 
early in May of 1936 directed the 
capture of Addis Ababa. Badoglio 
later was made a Duke.) 

No Time to Be Lost. 

In 1933, de Bono says, he 
asked Mussolini for the honor of 
leading the Italian troops, and 
Mussolini replied, “Certainly.”

MOSCOW, Oct. 26.—The Soviet 
press charged today a Soviet fron- 
tier guard had been killed and two

The newspapers, reporting two 
alleged incidents from Sestroretsk, 
a few miles north of Leningrad, 


said Russia would not tolerate a 
repetition. 

Before the guard died, the re- 
ports said, he asserted his assail- 
ants wore Finnish military uni- 
forms and shot him from across 
the border.

OVER AS BROWOER 
SPEAKS IN TANPA 


Communist Nominee Slides 
Off Rostrum Uninjured 
as Group of Men Break 


Up Meeting.

TAMPA, Fia., Oct. 26.—A band of 
men prevented Earl Browder, Com~- 
munist nominee for ‘President, from 
making a campaign address here 
yesterday. 
Swinging fists right and left, the 
raiders battled their way through 
the audience in a lot to the stand 
where the Communist candidate 
was about to start his second effort 
to deliver a Tampa speech. 


The stand was toppled to 
ground. Browder 
and was taken to the safety of his 
hotel. About a dozen men and a 
few women were slightly hurt in the 
struggle. 

The attack on the rally was led 
by Lawrence Ponder, who wore an 
orange-colored American Legion 
cap. Ponder resigned Saturday as 
a special deputy sheriff, Sheriff 
McLeod said. 

Ponder said the interruption of 
the meeting. was not sponsored by 
any organization. 

“Just Red-Blooded Citizens.” 

“We're just a group of red-blood- 
ed Americ&tn citizens,” he said of 
himself and his associates. 

“It is clear,” Browder commented, 
“that mobs in Tampa are working 
in collusion with the police to deny 
freedom of speech. Under those 
circumstances I will not attempt to 
speak here.” 

There were no uniformed police- 
men around the site of the meet- 
ing. 

Browder came here last Sept. 18 
to deliver an address but the hall 
which he expected to use was pad- 
locked. 

As the group fought a way to the 
side of the stand, Browder started 
to speak, disregarding the commo- 
tion. There was a flurry of fists 
at the sidé of the stand until those 
on the platform urged the specta- 
tors to be quiet.

Cracking Down on Reckless Drivers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 

HAVE observed with greatest interest 
I Mayor Dickmann’s campaign for few- 
er accidents, and while it has been in 
a sense successful, it is foredoomed to 
failure, because it places no adequate 
check on the homicidally reckless driver 
who made necessary its institution. 

This driver, member of a dangerous 
minority, is not concerned with the trend 
of public sentiment; he is not even badly 
frightened by the bludgeon of strict traf- 
fic law enforcement. Moreover, as soon 
as fickle public interest takes the spot- 
light off, this menace will again be free 
to travel his insane course. In order 
adequately to cope with this problem, 
some means of attack other than policing 
must be developed. A majority of the 
states of the Union already have de- 
veloped this means through financial re- 
sponsibility laws. 

The fundamental clause in every finan- 
cial responsibility law provides that any 
driver who violates one of certain desig- 
nated sections of the motor vehicle code, 
or who is at fault in an accident involv- 
ing destruction of property, shall file 
with the Insurance Department of the 
state proof of his financial responsibility 
in event of future accidents. This proof, 
usually the sum of $11,000, may be in 
the form of money, surety bond or auto- 
mobile insurance policy. Any person who 
should make this filing and does not, 
loses his right to drive, and in most cases 
is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable 
under the law. “ 

Insurance companies and bonding com- 
panies view as suspect any driver for 
whom they are called upon to make this 
filing: his past record is scrutinized with 
the greatest care; all the circumstances 
of the previous offense are weighed and 
considered by an experienced and com- 
petent underwriter, and unless the insurer 
is fully convinced that he can do so with 
safety and profit, he will not make him- 
self responsible for this driver’s future 
accidents. As a consequence, the notori- 
ously dangerous and reckless driver who 
has once proved himself incapable of 
operating a car in a safe manner is auto- 
matically barred from driving. 

Our high liability insurance rates are 
predicated upon Missouri’s antiquated 
methods of accident control. She should 
profit by the example of her sister states.

When he spoke, in his 
address to Congress last January, of the “new in- 
struments of public power” which had been built up 


lat Washington, he made no qualification to indicate 
| that he regarded these instruments as temporary. He 


saw them as wholly beneficent because they had been 
given into “the hands of a people’s government.” He 
said nothing about the ultimate surrender of any of 
them, although, in the same sentence in which he 
pridefully told of their creation, he said that in wrong 
hands they might be used against the liberties of 
the people. He confessed no error in the use oi 
any of these powers. He stood on the record of his 
administration and admonished Congress that there 
must be “no retreat.” : 

Even though the President may regard, or may 
come to regard, these new instruments of power as 
temporary, the fact remains that they have built 
up vested interests that will resist to the uttermost 
any effort at retrenchment. They have created an 
infinitude of new jobs; they have created pressure 
groups with ever-growing demands upon the Federal 
Treasury. Whether Mr. Roosevelt likes it or not, pow- 
erful forces are in operation behind him, as the result 
of his words and acts, to push him toward greater and 
greater centralization of authority at Washington. 
As to the imperative need that the present trend 
be reversed, we call to the witness stand Mr. Roose- 
velt himself—the Mr. Roosevelt of 1932. The econ- 
omy pledge which he gave in his Pittsburgh speech 
of that year has been much quoted of late, but there 
was more to the speech than that. 

After excoriating the Hoover administraticn for 
“extravagance and improvidence,” after accusing it of 
deceiving the people as to the fiscal state of the na- 
tion, after pledging himself to drastic economies in 
order to balance the budget, Mr. Roosevelt said this: 


~ +s. You can never expect any important econ- 
omies from this (the Hoover) administration. Jt 
is committed to the tdea that we ought to center 
control of everything in Washington as rapidly as 
possible. That was the idea that increased govern- 
ment costs by a billion in four years. Now, ever 
since the days of Thomas Jefferson, that has been 
the exact reverse of the Democratic concept— 
which is to permit Washington to take from the 
states nothing more than is necessary to keep 
abreast of the march of our changing economic 
situation. 

In the latter- philosophy and not in the phil- 
osophy of Mr. Hoover (which I think is respon- 
sible for so much of our trouble) I shall approach 
the problem of carrying out the plain precept of 
our party, which is to reduce the cost of the cur- 
rent Federal Government operations by 25 per 
cent. (Italics ours.) . 

Thus Mr. Roosevelt in denouncing the philosophy 
which he attributed to Mr. Hoover—a philosophy of 
centralized control, and one that had got us into 
“so much of our trouble.” 

Thus Mr. Roosevelt in one of his main speeches 
when he was seeking election in 1932. 

The centralization of power accomplished under 
Mr. Roosevelt is infinitely greater, infinitely more 
fraught with dangerous possibilities, than that against 
which he inveighed so eloquently four years ago. 
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CURIOUS SCRUPLES. 

Some farmers, it has been discovered, have “re- 
ligious and moral scruples” against signing applica- 
tions for farm benefit payments. A special ruling 
from Washington provides that they will not be re- 
quired to sign up. Their names will be typed on the 
blanks and the farmers will then affirm orally that 
the applications are correct. 

It is conceivable that some individuals might ob- 

ject on principle to the idea of crop restriction or 
crop destruction. These are strange scruples, how- 
ever, that can be satisfied by withholding of signa- 
tures from the applications for payments given in re- 
turn for carrying out the program. The procedure 
sounds, in fact, much like self-kidding.

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ADD BLESSINGS OF DEMOCRACY. 

The radio, as may have been said before, is a 
marvelous invention. One of its most wonderful fea- 
tures, which has not received proper praise, is that 
little knob or lever which, on being manipulated, 
shuts it off. It is only by use of this device that 
many a citizen, overwhelmed by political speeches, 
has been able to preserve his jittery nerves in the 
last fortnight. Turning the contraption is not only 
a great comfort, but it is also now revealed as one 
of the blessings afforded to citizens by living under 
a democracy.

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° OF INTEREST TO TAX DELINQUENTS. 

Henceforth, Collector Baumann will accept install- 
ment payments of city and school taxes delinquent 
for 1932 and subsequent years, provided the pay- 
ments are at least 25 per cent of the total bill. Many 
persons who have failed to pay back taxes because 
they could. not raise the whole amount will now be 
able to reduce their delinquency. 

Mr. Baumann’s action, a reversal of his previous 
policy, was taken after ascivic committee headed by 
Wilbur B. Jones made an examination of the State 
law which convinced it that the Collector could in- 
stitute the installment-payment system. The com- 
mittee’s view has the concurrence of the City Coun- 
selor. 

It is to be hoped that the new system will provide 
funds for relief to tide the jobless over until the 
Legislature can resume State contributions to local 
relief. State payments stopped last April and since 
then the city has been carrying the entire relief 
burden. 

The bond issue money, which is being used for the 
purpose, will be exhausted Dec. 1, and other sources 
of revenue must be found. It is believed that back 
taxes, under the new ruling, will make a considerable 
sum available.

Neglect of building and buying of equipment in depression has caused need for 
improvements that, if undertaken, would make millions of jobs, economist says; 
finds high ratio of obolescence in schools, railways, factories, housing, etc.; asserts 
reducing uncertainty about future and freeing credit would start real upturn.

HIS, of course, is the land of abundance, 

well known for its milk and honey. But 

for some reason, our model 1929 second- 
hand horn of plenty hasn’t been disgorging 
the usual supplies. This might be all right 
for a little while. But when the faithful old 
horn stops pumping for any length of time, 
you begin to notice after a while that. you 
are short a lot of things. You begin to re- 
alize that you need things. And right now, 
after six years, we are face to face with a 
very important fact—that we need plenty. 

It is an important fact, because out of that 
need will probably grow some very important 
and fortunate results. When we need things 
badly enough, we will proceed to supply our- 
selves with them. And when you provide 
yourself with something you need, you not 
only help yourself, but you confer a benefit 
on the féllow who supplies the need. — 

There,are perhaps 10,000 or 11,000 con- 
demned school buildings still housing at least 
a million children. Most of these old build- 
ings would have been torn down in the last 
five or six years but for business conditions. 
So right off the bat, talking about schools, 
there are at least 10,000 school buildings 
needed to replace these villainous old fire 
and death-traps in which a million little 
lives are being menaced every day. 

Now think of the number of men who 
would be put to work if we began putting 
up all the school buildings we needed to re- 
place these old fire-traps. Mull this fact over 
—that there are now about 2,000,000 more

And what became of those 12,000 school 
buildings that don’t exist any more? The 
little bugs got them. What little bugs? 


To get down to the ugly word which de- 
scribes this—it is obsolescence at work. Time 
and tide, change, taste, fashion, technology— 
these are the bugs which eat away at our 
school buildings, our machines and the plants 
in which they are housed, at our homes, our 


hotels, our theaters, our streets, at our cities, 


at everything we possess. 
Wear and tear, speed—ever more speed— 
the subtle, cruel, internal breakdown of 
the very particles of substance; the termites, 
rust, corrosion and erosion, decay—the fate 
of all things. Education and taste, the 
whims of men and women, fashion. These 
are the little obsolescence bugs at work. 
Take our railroads. We think of our rail- 
roads as instruments of transportation. And 
that’s what they are primarily. But they 
have another use in our economic life. They 
are customers. The roads are the biggest 
buyers of soap in the country.” They are the 


. biggest buyers of coal. They are huge buy- 


ers of steel, oil, lumber and almost every- 
thing that is manufactured. , 
Let’s look at the five years before 1929 
and the five years since, In the first five 
| year on cap- 
ital equipment, In the last five, they spent 
a year. To the country as a 
means that in the last five years 
pent three billion dollars less than 

in the preceding five years. 
ons, the Government would not have had 
to. spend so much on relief, ‘I am not criti- 
cising the railroads. There was,a good rea-

son why they didn’t spend so much. I am 
merely pointing to the fact. But I want most 
of all to make clear the bigger fact—that 
during those five years, because cars and en- 
gines and roadway were not replaced as 
fast as before, the roads need cars and en- 
gines and roadway all the more now! 

In 1929, the railroads installed 730 new lo- 
comotives. In 1933, one lonely railroad went 
out shopping for an engine and bought one 
solitary locomotive. Last year this was a lit- 
tle better—34—but that’s a long way . >m 
being real business. 

There just hasn’t been any building in the 
power field. In 1930, the last big year, we 
built 1,600,000 kilowatts capacity. In 1934, it 
was about 25,000. Stanley Stokes, electrical 
engineer of the St. Louis Light & Power Co., 
is my authority for the statement that for 
the first time the country has more old elec- 
trical capacity than new. The Electrical 
World sent men to 332 factories using elec- 
trical equipment, They found that 55 per 
cent of it all was over 10 years old. And-it 
is estimated that with the resumption of de- 
mand, the industry would need at once at 
least 2,000,000 kilowatts additional capacity, 
to say nothing of the need for as much more 
to replace what has become antique. 


There is going to be in the next 10 years 
the most extensive junking of old houses this 
country has ever seen. They simply do not 
build houses the old way. Besides old houses 
rendered unfit by style changes; we actual- 
ly need millions of homes of almost any kind 
for the growing population. Somehow, this 
need has got to be met. How will we do it? 
That is a fair question. I only know that 
we must do it and that we will do it, The 
need is too great to be ignored. 

The same thing is true of our roads. A 
very conservative estimate is that we ought 
to build about 18,000 miles of surfaced high- 
ways a year and about 8000 of secondary 
roads a year for the next 10 years merely to 
replace vanishing roads and keep abreast of 
the simplest requirements. 

What would happen to this nation if it 
began trying seriously to provide itself with 
all these needs and a score of others which 
I have had no time to mention? Aside from 
giving us the material fruits involved in 
these programs of construction, think of the 
men who would be put to work, the vast 
floods of purchasing power which would be 
unleashed, the industrial and commercial 
activity which would be set in motion, the 
great floods of new purchasing power which 
would be created and vitalized. 

Why don't we do it? How long will it be 
before we begin to supply these needs? What 
can we do to make them possible? 

If government and business are eager to 
a rea] upturn by stimulating men to set 
about providing the nation with these im- 
mense needs outlined here, the important 
thing is to introduce an element of certainty 
about the future into the picture and to do 
whatever is necessary about making long- 
term credit available.

"MULATTO.” FIRST PLAY 
OF FALL, AT AMERICAN 


Southern Sin and Its Conse- 
quences Revealed in Langston: 
Hughes’ Drama, 


By COLVIN. McPHERSON. 

PENING house last night for a 
0 new legitimate season, the 

American Theater gave shelter 
to “Mulatto,” race problem piece 
which has ranged westward from 
New York in the last three months 
to the baying of sundry watchdogs 
of the theater. I cannot resist join- 
ing the pack on so smelly a trail. 

For low-down on careless love in 
the cotton colonies, “Mulatto” prob- 
ably has some satisfactions, some 
confessions. Its much-advertised 
sins are recited in due time and 
even some fun made of them by a 
Southern citizen. Any traveling 
salesman who makes the territory 
can be more enlightening and more 
amusing. 

The affair of one Col. Norwood 
and: his dusky housekeeper takes 
place near Cedartown, Ga., an ac- 
tual community of 8000 souls and 
some civilization, according to tour- 
ists. This enlightenment is hidden 
in “Mulatto,” however, which never 


gets off the plantation and its 
problem. 
Col. Norwood is not “Tobacco 


Road” type, either, but a neatly 
pressed, clean-shaven Southern 
gentleman. He has .been good to 
his four off-color descendants (the 
uglier word is used wherever pos- 
sible) and things seem to be going 
all right for race absorption, ever 
if the Colonel can’t go to the Leg- 
islature, 

Then the palest son, Bert, comes 
home from college. Not only Nor- 
wood but Nordic, he insists on go- 
ing in and out the front door, driv- 
ing the Colonel’s car and getting 
respectful service at the Cedar- 
town postoffice. Although not 
more opinionated than the usual 
sophomore on vacation, he finds oc- 
casion to choke his father to death. 
That ends Act II. The curtain 
next reveals the Colonel’s corpse 
laid out in the front room and all 
the Jeeter Lesters in the county 
sitting up with it. While the dogs 
are bringing Bert up out of the 
swamp, all persons of the drama 
have a chance to address the corpse 
and say what is on their minds, or 
the playwright’s. 

The widowed favorite takes her 
hair down and tells all. The “yal- 
ler” daughter goes offstage to be 
despoiled by the white overseer and 
returns with tattered clothes and a 
surprisingly definite presentiment 
about her future. Eventually the 
stage is cleared, Bert comes in and 
shoots himself, to cheat the crack- 
ers. 

So ends “Mulatto.” Its_ star, 
James Kirkwood, quite often is in 
character of the Colonel and utters 
profanity in a way which always 
gets a laugh. Mercedes Gilbert, the 
mammy, not only acts but reacts, 
shuddering and shivering at the 
thought of this or that. Except for 
Morris McKenney, as the most 
Negro of the children, the remain- 
der of the cast is ordinary. 

In fairness to the actors, it must 
be said that they face the problem 
of miscegenation more in the scripts 
handed them than in the situation 
to be depicted. Just what the an- 
cestry of “Mulatto” is dramatically 
could scarcely be determined even 
by a blood test. There seem to be 
throw-backs to “The Octoroon,” 
“Emperor Jones,” “In Abraham's 
Bosom” and “Tobacco Road.” The 
mixture simply doesn’t “pass.”

200,000 VOLT X-RAY MACHINE 
AT BARNARD CANCER HOSPITAL 


A 200,000-volt X-ray machine has 
been installed in the Barnard Free 
Skin and Cancer Hospital for treat- 


ment of cancer patients. It is the 
only one in the city with a con- 
stant potential of 200,000 volts. 

The new apparatus replaces & 
machine of 145,000 volts purchased 
10 years ago. An anonymous gift 
of $10,000 and other donations of 
$6100 made it possible to buy the 
new equipment. The chief virtue 
of the higher-voltage machine is 
that the rays are not only more ef- 
fective on tumor cells but are. less 
harmful to normal tissue than rays 
produced by lower voltage ma- 
chines. ) 

The machine will be used to treat 
15 to 25 patients daily. It fills a 
room about 25 by 10 feet and the 
patient lies in another room beside 
the machine. The operator con- 
trols the apparatus from outside 
the room, watching the patient

The man fled in a car belonging to 
Lichtenwater.

Joliet: police learned that a man 
answering Williams’ description ap- 
peared at a produce house here this 
morning and.sold a crate of chick- 
ens for $10, then attempted to pur- 
chase an automobile: from a used 
car dealer.

A Doctor Gives Advice on 
Ways and Diets for In- 
creasing Weight.

HE constitutionally thin person 
has a constitutionally bad pos- 
ture. In a survey of over 2000 
school children in Massachusetts it 
was found that: 
“The stocky chil- 
‘dren had the larg- 
est percentage of 
| good posture and 
|} the slender chil- 
dren the small- 
est.” 
"| Undoubtedly cor- 
rection of that bad 
posture will go a 
long way to make 
the thin person 
feel better, to aid 
in avoiding fatigue 
and to round out 
the figure. In cor- 
recting posture, 
however, I would 
not advise any elaborate exercise, 
but would learn to sit, stand, walk 
and breathe correctly, as advised in 
Mr. S. Arthur Devan’s interesting 
little book, “Exercise Without Exer- 
cises.”’ . 

For strengthening the abdominal 
muscles, which is also a great help 
to the thin person because it helps 
support the abdominal organs, the 
classiéal methods are: 

1. Lying flat on the floor, stif- 
fen the legs and raise them as high 
as possible 10 to 20 times, morning 
and evening. 

2. Lying flat on the floor, raise 
the head so you can look at your 
toes, 10 to 20 times.

All 
the mothers claiming more than 
nine have been challenged, either 
on the claim that some of their 
children under 10 years of age were 
born outside of Toronto, or because 
the births of some have never been 
registered. 


Therefore Mrs. Smith will prob- 
ably rank in the first flight in a 
six-way tie for the maternity prize 
provided for in the strange will left 
by Charles Vance Millar. Six of 
the nine Smith children are living. 
“There's enough money for the 
first 10 families,” seconded the fath- 
er, Alfred Smith, Toronto fireman. 
“If we should happen to win it all, 
we will divide it up among the lead- 
ing contestants in any event. If 
we should win and get $75,000 out 
of it, we would be more than satis- 
fied.” 

It'wasn’t merely a shrinking from 
publicity that kept the Smiths and 
their six living children officially 
out of the race until within a week 
from the finish of the 10-year ma- 
ternity marathon. Of all. the en- 
trants they show the least inter- 
est in the competition.

Mrs. Smith is the eldest of eight 
children and all her brothers and 
sisters—also her father—are alive 
and live right here in Toronto. Mr. 
Smith has five brothers and sisters. 
They both like big families, but 
they are both dubious as to, wheth- 
er they will ever add to their pres- 
ent retinue of six. “Half a dozen,” 
the mother pronounces, “is just 
about right.” 

Born in Montreal, Mrs. Smith 
moved to Toronto when she was 
5 and has lived here ever since. 
Her husband has been a member of 
the Toronto fire brigade for 17 
years. He is attached now to the 
Portland ‘Street fire hall. After 
eight more years he can retire on 
pension. 


Mr. Smith, one of the most genial 
and friendly of all the stork derby 
fathers, went overseas to the World 
War as a youngster with the 180th 
(Sportsmen’s) Battalion of Toron- 
to. He fought in France with the 
7th British Columbia battalion, and 
after the armistice was stationed at 
Cologne, Germany, with the army 
of occupation. Coming back to 
Canada in 1919, he joined the fire 
brigade a few months later. 

“I had better luck in the army 
than in the fire brigade,” he told 
me laughingly. “I wasn’t wounded 
once. But several times I've had 
close calls in the firefighting busi- 
ness.” 

Twelve years ago he suffered his 
first major injury. He was battling 
a fire in a rubber factory near Car- 
law and Eastern Avenues when 
sulphur and acid exploded, badly 
burning his face and hands. He 
was in the hospital more than three 
weeks but finally recovered com- 
pletely, with only minor scars to 
show for the experience. 


Six years ago he was blown down 
the steps of a wholesale fur con- 
cern by what firemen call “back- 
draft.” His legs were badly hurt 
and it was five weeks before he 
could go back on the job again, Be- 
fore and since he has had minor 
mishaps at fires, but he loves his 
job and nothing short of incapaci- 
ty could shake him loose from it. 

The Smith's live in an airy, cor- 
ner brick home, comfortably fur- 
nished. It has a big lawn and gar- 
den in the rear, with a fence 
around them to guard the younger 
children. It’s not in a fashionable 
district, but it’s on a clean, pleasant 
street. And they’re satisfied.

Children Are Weak From 
Lack of Experience and 
Require Care.

él COME ON, why don't you?” 

(): can’t. My mother never 

would let me.” 

“Come on anyway. She won't 
know it until afterward.” 

“What's the 
use? She wouldn't 
let me if she 
knew, and she 
would not like it 
if I did it. I don’t 
want to get into 
a mess. When my 
mother doesn't 
like a thing she 
doesn’t like it.”

It was not his 
own good judg- 
ment that saved him. 
certain rigidity in his mother's 
mental backbone that strength- 
ened and sustained him and kept 
him out of trouble. 

Children are weak because they 
have limited experiences; no 
knowledge of the world and its 
ways; no clear ideas about doing 
and not doing when new situa- 
tions arise. There must be that 
core of positive principle in the 
family control to enable children 
to know when to do and when to 
say “nothing doing.” 

It is never easy to be hard and 
fast with children because there 
are sO many shifting interests and 
values in their daily experiences. 
Often one can say, “Yes,” but oc- 
casionally one must say “No;” and 
unless the children have learned 
that there is a set limit to their 
range of activity, that certain ri- 
gidity of mental or spiritual back- 
bone to uphold family practice and 
family opinion, they are likely to 
go at a loose end occasionally. This 
is especially true when the family 
are modern in their point of view 
and want the children to grow up 
in freedom. It is then that one 
must depend upon sound princi- 
ples of behavior and hold to those 
few rigidly and determinedly. 


HAT would they be? That de- 
W pends to a certain extent upon 

the family, their place in the 
community, the sort of children un- 
der consideration. But whether the 
child is the child of the Mayor, the 
minister’s son, the great lady's 
daughter or the child from across 
the tracks, some few principles 
hold in common. 

First, do nothing that injures 
the rights and feelings of other 
people. Do what makes people 
feel themselves considered, re- 
spcted. 

Tell the truth or keep still, and 
remember that truth has an in- 
sistent voice that cannot always 
be silenced. 

Behave always as the person 
you would like people to believe 
you to be would behave. That is, 
be your best self no matter who 
the audience is. Decency and good- 
ness are never wasted. 

Do nothing that you. feel you 
must keep secret from your father 
and mother. You need have no 
fear of their knowing your good 
deeds. Fear and secrecy are the 
sure indications of wrong doing 
against which your conscience and 
your intelligence protest. 

Attend to your business and do 
as good a job as you are able toe 
do at all times, in all places.
